The Rev. William A. Echols of Middle- 
pert, O., commissioner to the Pre sbyterian 
General Assembly, now in®session in St. 
Louis, from the Athens Pre sbytery of the 
Syrod af Ohio, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease in the Auditorium of the Washington 
end Compten Avenue Presbvterian Church 
at 10:30 o’eclock Thursday morning. 

Mr. Echols was sitting in of the 
rear pews tistening to services, when 
those sitting near say that his countenance 
Fuddenly took an expression of pain 

‘and grew almost purple. Then he pitched 
forward, grasping at the back of the pew 
dn front of him. 

Several who‘ witnessed this rushed to his 
aid, and he was Inid on the cushioned seat 
of the pew. Three physicians whe were in 
attendance at the assembly immediately of- 
fered their and worked to revive 
him. Their efterts were unavailing, and in 
ten minutes fram the time of the attack 
he expired. 

The meeting was hastily broken un, and 
the body carried the roorn in 
he rear of the pulpit. Urdertaker Fischer 
was summoned and he took charge of the 

‘body of the dead minister. 

Mr: Echols arrived in St. Louis Thurs- 
Gay and was staying at the Moser Hotel.

‘not to attend the meeting ‘Thursday morn- 
ing..

He was a middle-aged man, a graduate 
‘of several of the best colleges in the eoun-

ated with high heners. Shortly afterward 
he entered the Lane Theolagical Seminary 
of the same state. From this seminary he

The western sections of the city and the 
southwest can be reached by street cars, 
but the north and south ends are a wilder- 
ness so far as street car service is con- 
cerned.

Transit officials state 
each day that efforts will be made to oper- 
ate certain roads, and efforts are made, but 
in so far as the publi is concerned, many 
of these efforts fail.

COUNSELS CALM CONDUCT. 


Former Conductor Who Is Preacher 
and College Student Pleads for 
Fair Treatment for 
the Men. 


Clarence Richeson, the young ex-conduc- 
tor. of the Delmar boulevard iine, Baptist 
preacher and college student, who is con- 
sidered the orator-in-chief of the strikers. 
in a talk with the Poet-Dispatch, presents 
the union men’s side of the controversy as 
follows: 

“I take the stand to-day that I have taken

When we got the settlement ‘n March 
the company agreed to recognize our union. 
reinstate our men and pay 2% cents in hour 
all over the system. I was on the griev- 
ance committee. They eent me to Mr. 
Baumhoff to get the men reinstated. Mr. 
Baumhoff said to me that he would make 
no distinction so long as the men did their 
duty by the company. But to prove that 
the company has not lived up to that agree- 
ment, it has not in any case discharged 
any non-union men, and has taken adva- 
tage of every excuse todischarge union 
men. 

“The foremen at all the sheds favored 
non-union men, told them not to join the 
union; that they would have something 
better after awhile—meaning that they 
would be given day runs when all of us 
had been discharged. 

“T want the men to do right; 
within the limits of the law.. We feel that 
we are in the right and that it ts not 
necessary to violate the law to accomplish 
our purpose. I have at all times urged the 
men to be careful and cautious and cool 
in every action and to consider’ well 
whether the things they do will be a stain 
on our organization or a step in the right 
way to build it up.

think that this raises a new issue which 
is sufficient to give us jurisdiction to re- 
view the entire case. 

“In making this review we do not find 
anything in the evidence that shows posi- 
tively or definitely that Mrs. Edwards has 
been guilty of any wrong-doing. What- 
ever evidence there is on this point is mere- 
ly suspicious. 

“We have been unable to find any authori- 
ties that would juatify a court in taking 
a child from a parent where the child has 
not been abandoned or assigned and giv- 
ing her to a grandnarent. Hence. the 
judgment of this court will be that Willie 
May Edwards will remain in the custody 
of her mother until the further order of 
this court.”

~ $15,000,000 IN NEW YORK.

NEW YORK, May 17.—New York is now the center of the financial world. 
The strongest proof of this is the fact that within the last fortnight bankers of 
Paris have, through the Bank of France, negotiated a loan of $15,000,000 from 


New York bankers. 


This money is needed to finance enterprises incident to the Exposition year 
in Paris. While France is one of the richest countries in the world, its stock of 
gold was insufficient to meet all the demands that have sprung up this year, and 
the shrewd bankers of Paris have borrowed here at comparatively low interest 
rates in order to prevent any enterprise from laggirfg. 

Since Jan. 1 the Parisian bankers have been attempting to make this loan. 


They tried in vain to borrow money in Berlin, but funds were high there.

land had all she could do to meet the expenses of the Boer war, and prevent in- 
dustrial stagnation at home.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Senator Clark 
will not be allowed to take a seat in the 
Senate on the appofntment from Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Sprigges if there is any way 
to keep him out. Nearly every senator has 
so expressed himself in private. None 
would talk, except in the most general 
terms, for publication. 

The senators are irritated. They feel 
that they have been made the victims of 
a political bunco game. One of the ‘leading 
Democrats said to-day: “It is such a 
flimsy trick tnat I cannot see why it was 
played. It will avail Clark nothing.” 

The point at issue is when the vacancy 
occurred. If the Senate passes the original 
resolution from its committee declaring the 
eeat vacant, the precedent as established 
so recéntly In the Quay case will not allow 
Clark to come in on the credentials from 
Montana. 

If this seat is not declared vacant, and 
the Montana statute is, as Clark's friends 
‘declare it is, he may be admitted, but not 
until every resource to keep him out has 
been exhausted, It is said that Gov. Smith 
left Montana under the quasi agreement 
that if Clark resigned the lieutenant-gover- 
nor would name Gov. Smith for Senator, 
hence his great wrath. 

Clark stfll has friends in the Senate. Mr. 
Stewart is his avowed champion, and Mr. 
Mason will fight for him. There are others 
who were against him, notably McComas, 
who now think he is entitled ta his seat 
by virtue of .ppointment, and all in all he

FOUR GENERAL SECRETARIES 
ARE TO BE DROPPED. 


Movement, Though It Saves ‘Money, Is 
Intended More for Reorganiza- 
tion Than It Is for Purposes 
of Economy. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—Up to noon to-day the 
Methodist Episcopal general conference 
had failed to elect the two new general 
superintendents, provided for by action yes- 
terday. 

A gain in the vote of Dr. Berry was 
received with a buzz of comment and many 
of the delegates expressed the opinion that 
the distinguished editor of the Epworth 
Herald would be chosen within the next 
two or three ballots. 

The result of the third ballot was as fol- 
lows: J. F. Berry, H0; J. W. Hamilton, 
236; D. H. Moore, 190; W. B. Kelly, 135; J. 
W. E. Bowen, 129; H Spellmeyer, 108; J. 
W. Bashford, 29; T. B. Neely, 28; Cc. J. Lit- 
tle, 18; A. J. Palmer, 18; F. M. Bristol, 12. 

Several others received from 1 to 10 votes. 
Total number of votes cast, 668; necessary 
to a choice, 45. 

The result of the first ballot on genera! 
superintendents was as follows: 

J. F. Berry, 322; J. W. Hamilton, 252; D. H. 
Moore, 205; W. V. Kelley, 179; H. Spellmeyer, 
16%; J. W. B. Bowen, 9%; T. B. Neely, 27; J. 
W. Bashford, 2. Others received from 1 
to ll vates, 

The conference voted unanimously to ex- 
tend fraternal] greetings to the Presbyterian 
geenral assembly now in_ session at St. 
Louis. Former Governor Pattison of Penn- 
gylvania, chairman of the committee on 
state of the church, presented, without 
comment, the committee report recommend- 
ing that there be but one general secretary 
for each organized benevolence of the 
church, each gecretary to be an executive 
officer. This recomendation, if adopted, 


would do away with four high salaried sec- 
retaries, and a lively fight at once de- 
veloped. Amendments and substitutes of 
all kinds and motions to refer were voted 
down one by one after a heated discussion. 
Gov. Pattison finally spoke in defense of the 
report, explaining that the § prapored 
changes were in the natyre.of reorganiza- 
tion and not of economy. The report was 
then adopted amid much applause, with the 
amendment that the conference elect at 
least ane assistant secretary to each genera!] 
secretary. This action does away with two 
secretaries of the missionary society, one 
of the ehurch extension and one of the 
Freedman’'s Aid Society. each of whom re- 
‘ceived a salary of $4.500 a year.

and probably to revise the Westminster 
Confession of Faith, as well as to pass 
upon other subjects, the discussion of which 
was begun more than a dozen years ago.

a revision movement will be made at the 
beginning of the conference, some believe 
that it has taken shape, and they say in- 
dications now are that a vigorous fight for 
a new creed will be made at this meeting 
of the General Assembly. 

It was whispered thas morning that min- 
isters prominent in the denomination, who 
are usually classed among the conserva- 
tives, have joined the progressive element 
and a radical revision of the articles of 
faith, they say, seems to be the only out- 
come of the agitation.

THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


Dr. Dickey of Philadelphia Explains 
Some Things About It. 

The Rev. Charles A. Dickey, D. D., of 
*hiladelphia, said to the Post-Dispatch 
when asked for his views on the question 
of a revision of the Westminster confes- 
sion of faith, and, if he favored such re- 
vision what substitute to he would suggest 
for the predestination clause, that he was 
opposed to a revision and that he had no 
substitute to suggest for any clause. He 
said that he was inclined to think that all 
this agitation was much ado about nothing 
and the men who bob up here and there 
throughout the country with a tirade 
against the Westminster confession were 
seeking notoriety or else fail to comprehen: 
the relation between that confession and 
the Presbyterian church. 

“The Westminster confession,”’ he said, 
“is now, and has always been, merely a 
system of doctrine, and as such is sub- 
scribed to by every minister of the church 
when he takes his ordination vows. There 
are many things in the confession of faith 
that are not subscribed to by ministers at 
the time of taking their vows and the 
various presbyteries have allowed great 
latitude of individual thought and ordained 
many men entertaining views apparently at 
variance with the logical significance of cer- 
tain clauses, yet in perfect accord with 
the general doctrinal system i!t reveals.”’ 

Dr. Dickey said that the Westminster con- 
fession waa not the exclusive work of 
Presbyterians. The fact was there were 
very few Presbyternians in the assembly 
which formulated it. The great majority 
were members of the church of England. 
Religious feeling ran high at the time, 
in consequence of which harsher /an- 
guage was employed than may seem neces- 
sary to us, in this sober, thoughtful age, 
yet that did not detract one ee or tittle 
from the divine truths inculcated or the cor- 
rectness of the system of doctrine it dis- 
closes.

L began by punching the light bag for 
five minutes a day, increasing this gradu- 
ally, untilin a few weeks I could keep it up 
with perfect ease. Then I would punch it 
for five ‘‘rounds”’ 
with one minute’s rest between times, 

I did not try “elbow movements”: with 
the bag, nor did I butt it with my head or 
work the “double roll” or anything of that 
sort. I do not rerommend such motions for 
boxers. They are all right for mere exer- 
cise I suppose. But I fancy they tend to 
injure the reach, to accustom the eye and 
arm to mations that can be of no use in 
sparring or fighting, and to strengthen cer- 
tain muscles at the expense of other and 
more needful ones. 

T hit the bag only straight peainches and 
such blows as are used in boxing. 

That is the omy sensible way for a hoxer 
to use the bag. If you want to be merely 
a fancy bag-puncher that is another mat-

The course I followed at Lakewood made 
me lose three and a half pounds the first 
week, two and a half the second and two 
the third. Thus at the end of three weeks 
Il was down to 188 pounds.

Faculty Finds Secret Societies Con- 
trolled by Faction of Riches and 
Will Try to Abolish Them.

NEW HAVEN, Mass., 
junior fraternities ut Yale, composed large- 
of rich men's have blackballed a 
poor, student who sought admission to their 
ranks. The Yale faculty regards this as 
a challenge to combat on the suppression or 
perpetuation of the g@ophomore secret 
The blackballed student is Charlies 
1902, assistant manager of 
the football eleven. Among the Yale under- 
graduate body the action is regarded as a 
covert blow at Yale democracy. 

Francis is tutoring his way through col- 
lege, and, although a leader in scholarship, 
an athlete and a speaker of ability, he is 
mot of the rich men’s clique. Never be 
fore has a prospective manager of a foot- 
ball team been thus treated. 

The explanation, as viewed at Yale. is 
that the sophomore societies, from whose 
members the greater number of junior and 
senior society men are taken, mean to in- 
timidate every Yale man with a demonstra- 
tion of their power to make or unmake a 
student’s social career, 

Many Yale graduates say that the prospect 
is appealing to President Hadley and his 
advisers. They declare that Yale’s democ- 
racy is hanging in the balance. 

As a result of a petition signed by 20 
members of the senior class, asking the fac- 
ulty to abolish the sophomore societies, 
an agreement was drawn up and accepted. 
The matter was considered closed. The first 
demonstration that this was not true came 
when Francis was rejeced. 

The agreement was thought to be binding 
upon the sophomore societies, but last night 
He Boule voted against it and Kappa Psi 
tables it with the statement that if acted 
upon it would be defeated, while Eti Phi 
alone voted to favor it. 

Both junton and senior societies, with one 
exception—Skull and Hones—have also de- 
clared against the agreement. 

Prominent Yale graduates say they be- 
lieve the root of all evil at Yale is trace- 
able to the favoritism of a class that has 
gained the upper hand at the university. 
It is probable that the faculty will now take 
up the problem, having promised the sup- 
pression of the sophomore societies.

Many Plants May Be Closed Down 
Through July and Au- 

gust. 
NEW YORK, May 17.—The Iron

as inducements to cover their require- 
The conditions prevailing at Pitts- 
burg, the great seat of the iron industry, 
are not encouraging. The business now 
being placed is at special prices and on 
special terms. It is extremely difficult to 
make quotations even on such staples of 
the trade as Pessemer pig iron and steel 
billets. The uominal price of Bessemer pig 
iron is being sustained by the association, 
but offers are being made from manufac- 
turers of pig iron elsewhere at lower prices 
without resulting in sales. The outlook in- 
dicates a continued settling of prices, and 
at the moment no influence appears in 
view of sufficient weight to arrest the 
dow nward tendency.

So man iy large 
contracts expire in June that a very con- 
siderable number of buyers must re- enter 
the market, even if they only purchase 
Smal] quantities. The aggregate of such 
smail business would amount to e@ heavy 
tonnage.

Both Assemblies Adjourn, After Mak- 
ing Arrangements for Raising 
Funds for the Liberty Home. 


Thursday, the third and last day of the 
Odd Fellows’ annual convention, Held in the 
Gdd Fellows’ building, was the busiest of 
the session. 

The morning was taken up in voting for 
an appropriation to rebuild the Odd Fellows 
tiome at Liberty, Mo., which was burned 
about two months ugo. It was finally de- 
cided to rebuild the home at a cost not ex- 
Cet Jing S60 000. 

To raise this sum various means have to 
be resorted to, the most notable of which 
is the selling of the $29,000 worth of stack 
owned by the grand lodge in the Odd Fel- 
lows’ building at Ninth and Obive streets. 
each member of the Order. of Odd Fellows 
in the state of Missouri will be taxed $1, 
which will bring in $33,000 more. The grand 
ledge nas abcut $15,000 in cash at its dis- 
posal, which will more than complete the 
amount required. 

The stock in the Odd Fellows’ building in 
si. Louis will be turned over to the trus- 
tees of the home To be sold. W. H. Wood- 
ward of St. Louis is the president of this 
board, and J. H. Abercrombie of St. Joseph 
is the secretary. 

The assessment for the rebuilding of the 
(xid Fellows’ Home will be made in two 
installments of W cents per capita each. 
The first will be made in July and other 
ii January of the present year. 

The contest for the next yearly meeting 
place of the grana lodge was between Jop- 
lin and Springfield. IJt was decided to hold 
the 1901 session at Springfield, by an almost 
ununimeous vote.

OPENING MARKET WEAK, LATER 
PRICES RECOVER. 


CORN LEADS THE MARKET. 


The Coarse Grain, Though Acting Un- 
certainly in the Early Market, Later 
Controls the Fluctations. 


Slumps almost entirely without cause could not 
be long held. It was natural, therefore, that to- 
wards the close of the session futures should re- 
cover somewhat and close with the bulls having 
a little the best of the argument. 

The opening market was decidedly bearish, 
ticularly so in corn, which, however, was the 
first to feel the upward tendency. Following the 
slight upward break in the coarse wheat 
began to recover, advancing slowly under ublsym- 
pathetic conditions.

Reports earlier received indicated a large crop 
in this state, but the outlook {s at present any- 
thing but bright. The season is so far advanced 
that an improvement in the fields is impossible. 
and it now looks as if the farmers must be con- 
tent to have another half yield, 
enough to get that much. 

Take the situation as a whole and there is a 
mixed outlook, there is enough news favorable to 
both sides of the market to either bull or bear 
prises according to the sentiment of the traders. 

nder present conditions the market must remain 
of a balting nature, neither faction being confident 
enough of its position to go after the range.
